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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


George  Luther  Walker,  '10 

JUST  as  material  for  the  January  number  of  the 
Record  was  being  assembled  in  the  Alumni  Office 
and  made  ready  for  him  to  complete  and  forward  to  the 
printer  upon  his  return  from  Stuart  Circle  Hospital, 
came  the  wholly  unexpected  and  distressing  news  of 
George  Walker's  sudden  death  on 
the  night  of  January  8. 

Though  his  health  had  not  been 
good  for  a  number  of  months  and 
hospitalization  had  been  advised 
for  him,  he  appeared  to  be  recover- 
ing satisfactorily,  and  was  expected 
to  return  home  and  to  his  duties  as 
Alumni  Secretary  within  a  short 
time.  The  tidings  of  his  sudden 
death  brought  sorrow  to  all  con- 
nected with  the  College  and  left  with 
heavy  hearts  his  many  friends 
everywhere.  To  those  of  his  asso- 
ciates on  the  staff,  of  which  he  had 
been  a  member  for  many  years,  his 
loss  is  difficult  to  measure,  their 
grief  profound. 

George  Walker  was  made  Alumni 
Secretary  in  1928.  In  1940  when  the 
Alumni  Fund  was  inaugurated, 
Charles  A.  Bernier  was  made  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  in  charge  of  the 
Fund.  George  Walker  continuing 
as  Recording  Secretary.  Soon  after 
Bernier  left  in  April,  1942,  for  the 
University  of  Alabama,  George 
Walker  took  over  the  duties  of 
Executive      Secretary,      combining 

with  them  those  of  the  Recording  Secretary.  Under  his 
direction  and  guidance  the  association  was  quickened 
into  an  activity  not  theretofore  known  in  its  long  history. 
Many  who  felt  little  concern  in  the  welfare  of  the  College 
became  greatly  interested  under  his  inspiring  leadership. 
The  Alumni  Fund  grew  to  an  extent  which  never  had 
been  anticipated  when  first  established. 

While  his  name  was  carried  as  Managing  Editor  of  the 
iRecord,  he  was  far  more  than  that.  Not  only  did  he 
jcollect  data  with  regard  to  alumni,  assemble  the  ma- 
jterial,  but  most  of  the  subject  matter  came  from  his 
pen.  He  in  large  measure  determined  its  policy.  The 
writer  of  this  inadequate  tribute,  while  styled  as  Editor- 
in-Chief,    does    little    other    than    write    the    editorials, 
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Robert  K.  Brock 
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occasionally  contributing  some  article.      It  might  be  said 
with  truth  that  George  Walker  was  the  Record. 

No  one  had  a  wider  acquaintance  with  the  Alumni  of 
the  College.  Many  of  them  he  knew  by  their  first  names, 
and  was  ever  on  hand  to  welcome  them  when  they  re- 
turned to  their  Alma  Mater.  He  was  active  in  forming 
and  stimulating  Alumni  Chapters  in  different  parts  of 
the  country,  and  often  attended 
chapter  meetings. 

From  1936  to  1939,  the  last  three 
years  that  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston  was 
president,  Mr.  Walker  was  Dean 
of  the  College.  For  a  number  of 
years  also  he  was  an  assistant  in 
the  faculty,  at  one  time  in  the  Chair 
of  Latin,  and  at  another  in  the 
Chair  of  English  and  Education. 
Several  years  ago,  however,  he  gave 
up  teaching  to  devote  himself  en- 
tirely to  the  work  of  Alumni 
Secretary. 

He  received  the  degree  of  A.B. 
in  the  Class  of  1910,  and  was  a 
graduate  student  of  the  University 
of    Pittsburgh,     1921-1922.  He 

taught  in  the  public  schools  for 
18  years,  and  was  principal  of 
high  schools  at  Worsham,  Green 
Bay,  Kenbridge  and  Dinwiddie, 
Va.,  and  was  a  successful  and  inspir- 
ing teacher. 

Every  inch  a  man,  there  never 
was  one  more  lovable,  modest  and 
gentle,  or  more  ready  to  come  to 
the  aid  and  comfort  of  those  in 
distress.  His  thoughtfulness  and 
generosity  knew  no  bounds,  was  not  limited  to  his  friends, 
but  he  was  ever  on  the  alert  to  do  a  kindness  to  the 
humblest,  nor  did  he  wait  to  be  called  upon.  It  was  his 
very  nature  and  delight  to  serve  his  fellowmen.  While  a 
man  of  peace,  though  married  and  with  a  son,  he  refused 
an  exemption  on  this  account  in  World  War  I,  volun- 
teered and,  after  receiving  his  training  at  Camp  Lee,  was 
commissioned  a  second  lieutenant. 

He  had  a  part  in  almost  every  phase  of  the  life  of  the 
community.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  College  Church,  was 
chairman  of  the  Prince  Edward  County  School  Board, 
and  active  in  every  civic  undertaking.  He  was  a  talented 
singer,  and  his  sweet  baritone  will  long  be  remembered. 
In  his  death  the  College  and  community  sustain  a  loss, 
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the  gravity  of  which  will  be  more  realized  as  the  days 
pass. 

He  and  his  gracious  wife,  who  died  only  a  little  more 
than  a  year  ago,  were  the  very  souls  of  hospitality,  and 
returning  students  and  friends  found  the  doors  of  their 
home  wide  open  and  a  warm  welcome  awaiting  them. 
George  Walker's  bright  and  cheerful  disposition,  his 
readv  engaging  smile,  his  cheery  greeting  are  remembered 
by  all  who  were  thrown  with  him,  and  his  memory  will 
be  cherished  by  the  many  who  came  to  know  and  love 
him.  His  was  an  unquestioning  faith.  No  doubts,  no 
fears,  no  qualms  assailed  him,  and  while  he  enjoyed  life, 
death  had  no  terrors  for  him,  and  when  the  summons 
came,  we  may  be  sure,  he  was  ready  and  unafraid. 


Dr.  Charles  A.  Blanton 

WHILE  Hampden-Sydney  is  deprived  of  the  honor 
which  would  have  come  to  it  had  this  distinguished 
and  beloved  physician  been  one  of  its  sons,  it  can  take 
pride  in  the  fact  that  his  grandfather.  Dr.  James  Scott 
Armistead,  was  an  honor  graduate,  and  his  two  sons. 
Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton  and  H.  Wallace  Blanton, 
outstanding  physicians  of  Richmond,  graduated  here. 

The  College,  however,  was  more  than  fortunate  in 
having  Dr.  Blanton  a  member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees 
from  191 1  to  the  date  of  his  death,  a  period  of  38  years. 
No  trustee  in  the  entire  history  of  the  College  had  a 
greater  interest  in  this  institution.  He  made  its  welfare 
a  matter  of  primary  concern.  His  unfailing  attendance 
on  meetings  of  the  board  and  his  wise  counsel  in  connec- 
tion with  its  policies  meant  much  to  the  institution. 
Unfortunately,  some  members  of  college  boards  often 
confine  their  interest  to  attendance  on  board  meetings, 
and  between  meetings  the  college  is  all  but  forgotten. 
No  so  with  Dr.  Blanton,  who  kept  Hampden-Sydney 
in  mind  at  all  times,  whether  in  inducing  students  to 
enter,  or  in  seeking  to  arouse  the  interest  of  others  and 
obtain  from  them  financial  support.  He  himself  was 
always  a  liberal  contributor. 

For  more  than  60  years  Dr.  Blanton  was  a  leading 
physician  in  Richmond,  where  he  had  the  confidence  and 
affection  of  thousands  of  patients  attended  by  him  in 
his  long  and  useful  career.  In  addition  to  his  work  as  a 
physician,  for  a  number  of  years,  he  was  a  professor  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  where  many  young  men 
in  their  medical  training  were  inspired  by  his  teaching. 

An  outstanding  citizen  in  the  City  of  Richmond  in  its 
professional,  cultural,  religious  and  civic  life,  his  passing 
at  the  ripe  age  of  90  was  a  great  loss  to  that  city,  and 
brought  many  tributes  of  admiration  from  leading  men 
and  the  press. 

All  who  knew  him  were  won  by  his  unfailing  considera- 
tion, courtesy  and  gentleness,  and  could  not  but  be 
struck  by  the  uniform  neatness  of  his  dress,  about  which 
he  was  meticulous  to  the  end. 

Though  not  infrequently  quoted,  what  Hamlet  said 
of  his  father  could  not  be  applied  with  more  appropriate- 
ness than  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Blanton: 

"  He  was  a  man,  take  him  for  all  and  all. 
We  shall  not  look  upon  his  like  again" 


Phi  Beta  Kappa,  an  Accomplished  Fact 
at  Hampden-Sydney 

PHI  BETA  KAPPA  at  Hampden-Sydney  became  an 
accomplished  fact  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  last, 
when  Eta  Chapter  of  Mrginia  was  duly  established  with 
appropriate  ceremonies.  Dr.  Theodore  Jack,  president  of 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  presiding.  Three 
Alumni  of  the  College  were  initiated — Professor  D.  Mau- 
rice Allen  of  the  Chair  of  Philosophy  and  Psychology, 
Class  of  1916,  Professor  Graves  H.  Thompson  of  the 
Chair  of  Latin,  Class  of  1927,  and  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns, 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
of  the  Class  of  1908. 

After  the  initiation  ceremonies  in  the  Alumni  Lounge, 
President  and  Mrs.  Gammon  entertained  with  a  delight- 
ful dinner  at  the  "Commons,"  having  as  guests  Dr.  Jack, 
all  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  residence,  all  members 
of  the  faculty  with  their  wives,  together  with  those- 
connected  with  the  college.  Later  Dr.  Jack  delivered 
a  most  pleasing  address  in  the  College  Church,  to  which 
the  public  was  invited. 

Hampden-Sydney  now  has  on  the  campus  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  emphasizing  scholarship  and  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa,  leadership.  These  societies  should  stimulate 
students  and  fire  their  ambition. 


Improvements 

DURING  the  three  months  of  the  session  of  1949-) 
1950  already  past,  a  number  of  improvements  and 
betterments  have  taken  place.  First  and  foremost  is  the 
reconstruction  of  that  portion  of  the  Library  which  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  the  spring  of  1941.  This  is  of  fire- 
proof construction,  and  while  the  original  walls  remain, 
the  interior  has  been  greatly  changed  and  Improved. 
The  alcoves  and  galleries  around  the  main  room  of  the 
building  were  not  replaced,  and  consequently  much  more 
floor  space  is  available.  It  is  really  a  beautiful  room, 
and  the  most  approved  lighting  facilities  have  been 
installed.  Attractive  staircases  on  each  side  of  the  front 
end  of  this  room  lead  up  to  rooms  over  the  offices.  More- 
over, the  basement  has  been  placed  in  such  shape  as  tc 
afford  further  room  for  books  and  as  a  place  of  study 
for  students. 

Next  in  order  of  interest  is  the  installation  of  a  modern 
and  complete  sewer  system,  replacing  the  individua. 
septic  tanks,  which  heretofore  have  afforded  the  onlj 
means  the  community  had  of  sewage  disposal.  Nothing 
more  important  looking  to  the  health  of  the  communit) 
could  have  been  done,  and  President  Gammon  deserve.' 
great  credit  for  instituting  and  putting  through  thii 
important  work. 

Another  matter  of  importance  has  been  the  erectioi 
of  a  second  water  storage  tank,  which  practically  double 
the  amount  of  water  which  is  available  at  all  times.

George  Walker,  affectionately

:han  any  man  in  the  history  of 
hIampden-Sydney.  His  interest  and 
iffection  included  them  all.  Every 
alumnus  who  knew  him  gave  back 
lis  devotion  and  loyalty  in  full 
Tieasur'e. 

He  was  closely  connected  with  the 
College  from  the  day  of  his  matriculation  in  the  fall  of 
1906.     For  some  years  after  his  graduation  he  did  noble 
service  in  the  field  of  public  education,  but  he  was  never 
Far  from  Hampden-Sydney  and  his  heart  was  always  here. 

He  served  his  Alma  Mater  in  three  vital  capacities: 
teacher,  dean  and  Alumni  Secretary.  He  knew  no  other 
type  of  service  than  that  of  his  very  heart  and  life.  His 
ivas  a  long,  faithful,  devoted  and  effective  labor  of  love. 

The  end  came  as  he  and  all  who  loved  him  would  have 
X — swift,  sure.  No  pain,  no  suffering,  no  lingering. 
Because  of  his  fine  physique,  his  buoyant  spirit,  and  his 
Jnflagging  interest  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  College, 
;he  Church  and  the  community,  it  was  hard  to  realize 
:hat  his  health  had  been  failing  for  some  time.  Just 
pefore  Christmas,  when  I  asked  him  how  he  was,  did  he 
jver  give  any  sign  of  his  inner  feeling  about  himself.^ 
^e  replied,  "I'll  be  with  you  until  about  1950."  Had  I 
iny  idea  of  how  right  he  was,  I  would  have  said,  "You'll 
'oe  with  us  always."    He  will. 

'  His  work  must  and  will  go  on.  He  would  have  it  so. 
\lways  the  name  "George  Walker"  will  be  a  rallying 
;ry  for  us  all.

With  him  on  the 
rostrum  were  Dr.  F.  S.  Johns,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Dr.  John  Newton  Thomas,  Professor  of 
Theology  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Rich- 
mond, \'a. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Professor  Edward  Crawley, 
a  part  of  the  Glee  Club  gave  two  stirring  numbers,  which 
were  greatly  enjoyed.  Following  this  part  of  the  program. 
Dr.  Gammon  introduced  the  main  speaker.  Dr.  J.  N. 
Thomas.  He  was  graduated  from  Washington  and  Lee 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary.  For  a  while  he  was  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  HoUins  College.  He  also  studied 
in  Scotland  and  later  became  pastor  of  Grace-Covenant 
Church  in  Richmond,  Va.  From  this  position,  he  was 
elected  to  the  important  chair  of  Theology  at  the  Semi- 
nary. He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from 
Hampden-Sydney.  He  made  a  very  able  address  on 
"Christian  Education."  Dr.  F.  S.  Johns  closed  the  meet- 
ing with  warm  words  of  encouragement. 

Next  to  the  game,  nothing  was  more  enjoyed  than  the 
"snack,"  served  by  Mrs.  Dorman  in  the  Commons. 
Hundreds  enjoyed  both  the  food  and  the  renewing  of 
friendships.

Dr.  J.  L.  Stuart,  China  Emissary,  Visits 

Hampden-Sydney 

Eminent  Alumnus  Initiated  By  ODK 

On  September  17,  Hampden-Sydney  was  honored  v;\t\. 
a  visit  from  one  of  her  most  distinguished  Alumni 
Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart,  United  States  Ambassador  tc 
China.  During  his  stay  he  was  the  guest  of  Dr.  anc 
Mrs.  Gammon. 

Shortly  after  his  arrival  he  attended  a  reception  in  hi; 
honor  by  the  Sigma  Chi  fraternity,  in  which  he  was  very 
active  previous  to  his  graduation  in  1896.  Later  durinf 
the  day  he  was  initiated  into  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  tc 
which  he  had  accepted  a  bid  of  membership  two  yean 
ago;  his  duties  in  China  had  prevented  initiation  at  tha^ 
time. 

Dr.  Stuart  went  to  China  as  a  missionary  forty  year: 
ago.  He  has  been  president  of  the  Great  Yenchinj 
Universit}'  since  1919,  and  has  been  a  potent  influenci 
in  the  development  of  China's  intellectual  and  religiou 
life.  Through  his  great  interest  and  personal  guidanci 
the  school  of  journalism  of  the  University  first  got  it 
start,  and  since  that  time  has  developed  into  the  majo 
department  of  that  noted  seat  of  learning,  supplyini 
journalists  not  only  to  China,  but  to  many  parts  of  thi 
world  as  well.  He  has  a  wide  acquaintance  among  th- 
political  leaders  of  China,  and  is  a  personal  friend  o 
Generalissimo  and  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek  and  Dr 
T.  \.  Soong.  His  nomination  to  be  Ambassador  t( 
China  was  approved  by  the  United  States  Senate' 
Foreign  Relations  Council  on  July  10,  1946. 

This  was  Dr.  Stuart's  first  visit  to  his  Alma  Mater  ii 
forty-six  years.  He  was  very  impressed  with  the  improve 
ments  which  have  been  made  since  then.  In  1903,  Mortoi 
and  Bagby  Halls  did  not  exist;  nor  did  the  Post  Offic 
and  College  Shop.  \'enable  Hall  was  the  Seminary  am 
Graham  Hall  was  the  home  of  the  president.

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George  Luther  Walker  Dies  In  Richmond

GEORGE  LUTHER  WALKER,  Alumni  Secretary 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  died  late  Sunday  night, 
January  8,  1950,  of  a  heart  attack  in  the  Stuart  Circle 
Hospital  of  Richmond,  Va.,  after  a   brief  illness. 

Mr.  Walker  was  born  September  24,  1887,  in  Pulaski 
County,  \'a.  He  was  the  son  of  Professor  George  William 
W  alker,  of  the  Latin  Department  of  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute.  In  1910  he  was  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Upon  leaving  college  he  acted  as  teacher  and 
principal  for  eighteen  years  in  public  schools  at  Worsham, 
Green  Bay,  Dinwiddle  and  Kenbiidge,  Va.  As  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  Kenbridge  High  School  he  originated  the  five- 
point  health  program,  later  adopted  for  the  secondary 
school  system  by  \'irginia  and  several  other  states. 

During  World  War  I  Mr.  Walker  served  as  a  lieutenant 
in  the  armed  forces  and  was  the  director  of  the  Battalion 
Education  Program.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  College 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  chairman  of  the  Prince  Edward 
School  Board  for  several  years. 

In  1928,  he  was  recalled  to  Hampden-Sydney  College 
as  secretary  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association. 
In  1936,  he  was  made  Dean  of  the  College,  which  office 
he  relinquished  in  1939  in  favor  of  his  chosen  career  as 
a  teacher.  In  1942,  he  accepted  again  the  active  secre- 
pryship  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association, 
which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
I  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  President  Emeritus  of  Hampden- 
jSydney,  said  of  Mr.  Walker,  "He  was  as  versatile  as 
any  man  I  have  ever  known.  I  have  never  seen  him 
[undertake  anything  that  he  did  not  make  a  success  of  it." 

Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  president  of  the  College,  said, 
'The  College  has  never  had  a  more  devoted  and  loyal 


friend.  I  have  known  him  all  his  life  and  his  death  is  a 
grievous  personal  loss." 

Mr.  Walker  was  married  to  Miss  Grace  Vernon  Martin 
in   1914,  who  died  December  21,   194S. 

Services  were  held  Wednesday  morning  at  11  o'clock, 
in  College  Church.  Interment  was  in  the  local  cem- 
etery. 

Mr.  Walker  is  survived  by  one  son,  George  L.  Walker, 
Jr.,  a  grandson,  George  William  Walker,  of  Richmond, 
Va.  A  sister,  Mrs.  Charles  B.  Walker,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
and  a  brother,  Mr.  Robert  Walker,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.

ship-Leadership Award,  and  has  been  a  Dean's  List 
student  for  four  years.  These  are  among  his  most  out- 
standing achievements.

IP'  not  to  the  newspapers,  certainly  to  the  neighborhood, 
on  July  23,  1859,  it  was  soon  known  that  a  boy  had 
been  born  to  the  brilliant,  cultured  and  popular  physician. 
Dr.  Philip  Southall  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Nancy  Miller 
(Armistead)  Blanton.  He  was  christened  Charles  Armi- 
stead, the  middle  name  coming  from  the  boy's  grand- 
father, Jesse  Scott  Armistead,  an  honor  graduate  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  a  gentleman  of  culture,  of 
unusual  ability  in  the  pulpit,  of  excellent  administrative 
talent,  a  founder  of  churches.  Dr.  Armistead's  wife  was 
Martha  Storr  Trueheart,  daughter  of  a  family  prominently 
connected. 

No  wonder  that  from  such  a  background  came  one 
who  showed,  even  from  early  boyhood,  unusual  mental 
ability,  sterling  Christian  character,  culture — those  graces 
of  a  rich  mental  and  spiritual  inheritance — a  worthy 
descendant  of  his  ancestry.  Samuel  Davies  had  put  his 
stamp — an  undergirding  of  Christianity — upon  Cumber- 
land County,  and  had  a  line  of  successors  in  pulpit  and 
pastorate  that  showed  results  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion. The  families  of  Scott,  Moseley,  Miller,  Boiling, 
Langhorne,  Watkins,  Johnson,  Carrington,  and  others 
made  no  efforts  at  showiness.  They  remind  one  of  the 
sturdy,  oak-fibred  Englishmen  at  their  best.  They 
cultivated  their  minds  with  solid   reading  (study  at  its 


best);  they  took  time  to  reflect  (the  word  may  still  be 
found  in  the  dictionaries);  they  discussed  seriously  the 
issues  of  the  day,  and  they  loved  their  homes,  their  farms, 
their  country.  Character  was  sterling;  human  plated- 
ware  didn't  "go." 

In   1943,  Dr.  "Charles,"  after  repeated  requests  from 
members  of  his  family,  dictated  a  most  interesting,  yet 
all-too-short  sketch  of  his  life.     With  the  gracious  per- 
mission of  his  son,   Dr.  Wyndham   B.   Blanton,   a   copy 
will   be   placed   in   the   Library  of  Hampden-Sydney,   to 
which   institution   Dr.   Blanton   gave   nearly  forty  years 
of  his  time  in  active  service  as  a  Trustee  of  our  College, 
where,  in  a  quiet  way,  he  was  a  power  because  of  his-, 
well-poised  judgment.      I  cannot  forget  his  cooperation 
with  me  in  visiting  the  families  of  prospective  students, . 
and  in  that  quiet,  attractive  manner,  which  charmed  all! 
who  met  him,  led  them  to  send  their  sons  to  our  College. . 

Dr.  Blanton  died  on  the  night  of  September  6,   1949, 
and  the  editorial  which  appeared  in  The  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch    of    September    8,    1949,    is    so    appropriate,    so 
fitting,    indeed    so    perfect    a    picture   of    the    man,    thaf. 
it  should  find  a  place  in  this  sketch: 

The  passing  of  Dr.  Charles  A.  Blanton  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  90, 
removes  one  of  the  key  figures  in  Richmond  medicine  and  one  of  the 
most  prominent  laymen  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  gentle,  understanding  physician  who  had  attended  generations 
of  Richmonders,  enjoyed  their  love  and  confidence.  The  scholarly 
teacher  who  served  on  the  faculty  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
for  several  decades  was  the  instructor  of  many  men  now  veteran  prac- 
titioners, or  themselves  in  retirement.  The  devoted  Presbyterian 
layman,  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  eminent  members  of  that  faith, 
was  widely  recognized  as  a  bulwark  of  the  church  and  of  its  institutions. ^ 

His  service  to  Hampden-Sydney  College  as  a  trustee  for  many  years- 
was  notable,  and  when  he  was  awarded  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D. 
by  that  institution  in  193 1,  it  was  only  the  second  time  in  the  institu- 
tion's long  history  that  a  trustee  had  received  this  distinction. 

Dr  Blanton  was  descended  from  an  old  English  Presbyterian  family 
of  Lancashire,  a  family  which,  like  so  many  other  Presbyterian  families, 
whether  English,  Scotch,  Scotch-Irish  or  Huguenot,  added  much  to 
the  cultural  richness  and  intellectual  advancement  of  Colonial  America. 
In  his  long  life  he  proved  worthy  of  the  fine  heritage  that  was  his. 

"West  Hill"  (which  had  in  1807-8  been  built  and 
owned  by  Edmond  Eggleston,  Jr.)  had  been  purchased 
by  Dr.  Philip  Blanton,  in  1854,  from  Joseph  Scott,  who 
had  purchased  it  from  the  Egglestons.  Here  was  born 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  His  first  teacher  was  Miss 
Elizabeth  Armistead,  niece  of  Dr.  Jesse.  This  was  In 
1866,  and  in  1867  he  went  to  a  school  a  half-mile  away, 
conducted  by  Miss  Louisa  Perkins.  In  1868,  he  attended 
a  boys'  school,  conducted  by  Mr.  William  Page.  Here 
he  won  a  prize  in  penmanship,  and  it  may  be  said  in- 
cidentally that  his  handwriting  was  beautiful  as  long  as 
he  couldjhold  a  pen.  The  next  vear  (1869)  he  was  taught 
by  a  Mr.  Blackwell. 

In  1870-72,  young  Charles  was  taught  by  his  sister 
Jessie,  whom  he  has  described  as  very  capable.  The 
shock  of  war  and  the  loss  of  property  had  reduced  income 
and  the  aftermath  of  the  so-called  Reconstruction  brought 
dire  poverty.  The  boys  had  to  stop  attendance  at  schoo- 
and  devote  their  time  to  hard  work  on  the  farm. 

"In  the  late  fall  of  1877,"  says  Dr.  Blanton,  "Rev 
William  Stoddert  (real  name  Youell — or  Ewell)  becami 
pastor  of  a  group  of  Cumberland  County  churches,  o 
which  Grandfather  Armistead  had  been  pastor  for  2; 
years.  The  first  Sunday  Dr.  Stoddert  preached  at  Brown' 
Church  I  was  present,  and  when  he  came  to  speak  ti

me  he  remarked,  'You  look  like  Dr.  Armistead.'  'I  am 
his  grandson,'  I  repHed.  'Then  I  want  you  for  my  boy,' 
he  said,  'and  I  am  coming  to  see  your  mother  about  it'." 
Surely,  if  I  may  be  so  old-fashioned  as  to  say  it,  the 
fingerofGod  was  here.  Dr.  Stoddert  was  a  keen  observer,  the 
boy  had  a  face  and  voice  that  attracted.  His  pastor  and 
teacher  at  once  put  him  to  studying  books  taught  in  the 
junior  year  at  Hampden-Sydney.  "Realizing  my  back- 
wardness, I  entered  upon  my  studies  with  ardor  and 
enthusiasm.  Dr.  Stoddert  told  me  at  the  start  that  he 
would  require  thoroughness,"  says  Dr.  Blanton.  There 
was  no  scolding,  but  timely  words  of  encouragement. 
On  one  occasion  he  was  late  in  meeting  the  Doctor  at 
an  appointed  hour.  "You  are  late,"  he  said,  "and  this 
will  cause  me  to  be  late  throughout  the  day."  Those 
words  ."went  home."  For  the  balance  of  his  life,  he  was 
prompt  to  meet  every  appointment. 

Dr.  Stoddert  was  preparing  young  Blanton  for 
Hampden-Sydney,  and  was  hoping  he  would  study  for 
the  ministry.  But  a  close  friend  urged  him  to  study 
medicine.  Dr.  McCaw,  then  Dean  of  the  Medical  College 
in  Richmond,  heartily  approved  his  friend's  plan.  Dr. 
Stoddert  wrote  his  young  friend  that  he  was  sure  he 
would  do  well.  He  now  applied  himself  to  his  studies 
with  the  concentration  he  had  always  shown.  Advance- 
ment was  rapid;  the  honor  soon  came  of  appointment, 
with  a  good  salary,  to  be  Physician  and  Superintendent 
of  Convicts  on  Public  Works.  Other  positions  of  respon- 
;sibility  came,  with  the  recognition  of  his  abilities  and 
'his  diligent  attention  to  his  duties. 

He  was  able  to  help  his  mother  and  brother  back  home 
in  Cumberland — a  pleasure  and  privilege.  In  1884,  he 
returned  to  Richmond,  to  engage  in  practice,  but  also 
sought  work  at  the  Medical  College.  Advancement  was 
steady.  In  June,  1888,  he  became  Demonstrator  on 
Anatomy,  which,  being  a  night  job,  did  not  interfere 
■with  his  practice.  In  June,  1894,  he  was  elected  to  the 
, Chair  of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics;  and  in  1897, 
!he  was  made  Professor  of  Pediatrics,  and,  upon  his 
■voluntary  retirement,  was  made  Professor  Emeritus  of 
that  Chair.  Many  honors  came  to  him  from  societies 
and  associations.  In  June,  193 1,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

On  December  27,  1888,  Dr.  Blanton  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  Brown  Wallace,  of  Fredericksburg.  There  were 
three  children:  Miss  Elizabeth  Blanton,  and  two  sons, 
jH.  Wallace  and  Wyndham  Boiling,  both  now  prominent 
physicians  of  Richmond.  He  went  to  his  well-earned  rest, 
survived  by  these  and  by  five  grandchildren  and  nine 
great-grandchildren. 

Speaking  from  a  personal  standpoint,  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  say  that  all  the  superlatives  at  my  command 
iwould  not  suffice  to  express  fully  my  admiration  and 
affection  for  one  who  honored  me  by  his  friendship 
through  days  of  storm  and  stress,  as  well  as  when  the 
winds  blew  softly. 

:    What  a  greeting  awaited  him  when  he  entered  within

Renovation  of  Library  Building 
Completed 

During  the  last  we.ek  in  December  renovation  of  the 
Jurned  section  of  the  Library  building  was  completed, 
ind  temporary  measures  were  taken  to  provide  seating 


space  in  the  reading  room  for  the  students  returning 
from  Christmas  holidays.  The  new  furniture  for  the 
building  is  not  scheduled  to  arrive  until  the  middle  of 
January. 

Since  the  original  walls  were  used,  the  outline  of  the 
building  from  the  outside  is  almost  identical  with  that 
of  the  old  Library.  However,  the  reading  room  has  a 
more  spacious  appearance  than  before  due  to  the  fact 
that|the  side  balconies  and  the  alcoves  were  omitted.  Grace- 
ful stairways  on  either  side  of  the  room  lead  to  a  small 
balcony  across  the  front  of  the  reading  room  providing 
access  to  the  two  offices  on  the  second  floor. 

The  lighting  throughout  the  building,  except  that  in 
the  reading  room,  is  fluorescent.  The  walls  in  the  base- 
ment have  been  plastered,  and  all  floors  covered  with 
asphalt  tile.  A  new  oil-burning  furnace  has  replaced  the 
coal  furnace,  which  came  through  the  fire  unharmed  but 
which  has  been  smoking  during  the  past  months. 

Enough  new  steel  stacks  have  been  installed  around 
the  walls  of  the  reading  room  to  house  the  collection  of 
reference  books;  and  additional  shelving  has  been  placed 
in  the  annex  in  order  to  provide  expansion  space  for  a 
badly  crowded  collection  of  circulating  books,  as  well  as 
to  allow  space  for  new  books  as  they  are  added. 

The  inside  walls  of  the  annex  are  scheduled  to  have  a 
fresh  coat  of  paint  early  in  January.  Immediately  after- 
ward, the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  will  be 
invited  to  an  open  house  in  the  Library  at  which  time  the 
whole  JDuilding  will  be  open  for  inspection.  The  exact 
date  will  be  announced  later. 

Gifts  to  Library- 
Mrs.  McKay  McKinnon,  of  Maxton,  N.  C,  has  pre- 
sented a  copy  of  Bluebird  Songs  of  Hope  and  Joy  by 
W.  L.  and  H.  G.  Hill  to  the  Library.  This  book  is  very 
scarce.  Dr.  H.  G.  Hill  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  the  Class  of  1857.  Besides  the  work  of  his 
ministry,  for  many  years  he  revived  Red  Springs  College, 
now  Flora  MacDonald.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Union  Theological  Seminary.  For 
this  valuable  gift,  the  College  is  grateful  to  Mrs.  Mc- 
Kinnon. 

Mr.  Felix  Hargrett,  of  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  has  sent  to 
Dr.  Eggleston  a  photostat  of  a  rare  paper,  "Eulogy  on 
the  Life  and  Public  Services  of  the  late  Rev.  Moses 
Waddel,  D.D.,  formerly  President  of  the  University  of 
Georgia;  delivered  in  the  College  Chapel  on  the  third 
day  of  August,  1811,  before  his  pupils  and  the  Society 
of  the  Alumni,  but  Hon.  A.  B.  Longstreet."  The  address 
was  printed  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  in  1841. 

As  is  known  to,  many  of  our  readers,  Moses  Waddel 
was  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney,  of  the  famous  Class 
of  1 791,  and  revived  Franklin  College,  which  became  the 
University  of  Georgia. 

This  valuable  document  has  been  placed  in  our  College 
Library  for  safekeeping. 

Dr.  Nathaniel  H.  Wooding,  Class  of  193 1,  has  kindly 
sent  to  our  College  Library  a  copy  of  his  paper,  read  at 
the  meeting  of  the  South  Piedmont  Students  Society  in 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  on  November  12,  1947,  and  printed  in 
the  P'irginia  Medical  Monthly  of  July,  1948.  The  Library 
is  grateful  for  the  gift,  and  wishes  that  those  of  our 
Alumni  who  put  into  print  anything  they  write  will  "go 
and  do  likewise."

Eta  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Installed 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society 
were  founded  in  tlie  same  year,  1776.  Working 
independently  the  society  and  the  College  for  one  hundred 
and  seventy-three  years  strove  to  stimulate  the  highest 
in  scholarship  and  character.  However,  it  was  not  until 
last  month,  or  December  13,  that  a  union  between  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  and  Ilampden-Sydney  College  was  effected 
with  the  installation  of  the  Eta  Chapter  of  Virginia.  As 
Dr.  Theodore  Jack,  installation  officer  for  the  occasion, 
observed,  "It  was  an  act  of  justice  too  long  delayed." 

Several  times  in  the  past  Phi  Beta  Kappa  nearly  came 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  In  fact,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  a  charter  authorizing  the  organization  of  a  chapter 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  was  given  in  1778  to  a  group  of 
Hampden-Sydney  students  headed  by  William  Cabell. 
Edward  Everett  Hale,  writing  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly 
magazine  in  July,  1879,  accepts  this  legend  as 'authentic. 
Alas,  however,  to  date  no  records  have  been  found  to 
substantiate   the   story. 

In  1837  the  original  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at 
William  and  Mary,  having  succumbed  for  a  time,  an 
application  for  a  charter  was  addressed  by  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  several  northern  colleges  which  had  earlier 
acquired  chapters. 

The  chapter  of  Union  College,  speaking  in  language 
very  familiar  in  fraternity  circles,  directed  the  secretary 
"to  obtain  such  information  as  might  be  necessary  to 
direct  the  future  action  of  the  Society  on  the  subject." 
At  Harvard  an  unfavorable  report  on  the  same  petition 
was  written  by  Henry  W.  Longfellow.  The  Dartmouth 
chapter  decided  that  the  granting  of  the  charter  "was 
inexpedient."  At  that  time,  Hampden-Sydney  seemed  to 
have  more  influence  at  Yale  than  with  the  other  colleges, 
but  even  there,  while  praising  the  potentialities  of  the 
Virginia  school  in  the  educational  field,  the  Y'ale  chapter 
refused    the    petition    largely    on    the    grounds    that    the 


College  lacked  funds  and  that  the  student  body  was  too 
small.  Anyone  familiar  with  the  history  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  will  remember  that  the  years  1835-1855  were 
lean  years  for  the  College. 

Another  attempt  to  secure  a  chapter  occurred  during 
the  nineteen  thirties.  This  effort  failed  and  it  is  only 
true  to  say  that  a  distinct  feeling  of  defeatism  followed 
this  unsuccessful  effort. 

Between  1940  and  1949,  because  of  the  exigencies  of 
the  war  the  National  Council  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  decided 
to  postpone  the  organization  of  new  chapters.  It  was 
apparent  that  this  action  would  make  the  postwar 
competition  for  charters  much  more  keen,  and  the 
chances  of  acceptance,  especially  on  the  part  of  the 
smaller  colleges,  much  less  likely. 

However,  when  the  governing  bodies  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  decided  to  begin  again  the  installation  of  chapters, 
Hampden-Sydney  College  was  notified.  The  notification 
was  to  the  effect  that  Hampden-Sydney  might  apply  for 
a  charter  but  little  hope  was  expressed  that  it  would 
be  granted. 

The    decision    had    to    be    made.       Should    Hampden- 
Sydney  postpone  her  application  for  a  more  convenient,  , 
less   competitive  occasion,   or   should   Hampden-Sydney, . 
as  Dr.  Gammon  expressed  it,  "go  to  the  bat  with  two 
strikes  against  her"?      Gammon-like,  the  decision  to  go 
to  bat  was  made,   and  materials  and   records  were  im- 
mediately  prepared    to   be   sent   off   in    support   of   the: 
application   for    admission.      These   showed    the   greatly 
strengthened   position  of  the  College.      During  the  ten- 
year  period  since  the  failure  of  the  last  application  fori 
a    charter,    under   the   administration   of   Dr.    Gammon, 
the   endowment   had   tripled,   reaching  over  one   million 
dollars;  the  annual  Living  Endowment  or  Alumni  Fund 
had   doubled;   Hampden-Sydney   had    been   accepted   on 
the  approved  list  of  the  Association  of  American  Univer- 
sities,   and    had    been    admitted    to    membership    in    thai 
Southern  University  Conference;  the  College  library  had 
been  enlarged  and   two  trained   librarians  added   to  the 
staff. 

After  what  seemed  to  be  a  long  period  of  waiting,  the 
good  news  was  finally  received  on  September  3,  1949,1 
from  Madison,   Wis.,  where  the   Phi   Beta   Kappa   Con-

vention  was  being  held  that  Hampden-Sydney  was  one  of 
ten  schools  admitted. 

At  five-thirty  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  December  13, 
in  the  Alumni  Lounge,  nine  men  of  the  faculty  who  had 
earlier  been  initiated  into  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  other 
institutions,  were  as  founding  members,  presented  the 
Charter  for  Eta  Chapter  of  \  irginia.  The  presentation 
was  made  by  Dr.  Theodore  H.  Jack,  president  of  Ran- 
idolph-Macon  Woman's  College  and  a  member  of  the 
governing  body  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  In  addition  to 
presenting  the  charter,  Dr.  Jack  presided  as  the  newly 
organized  chapter  initiated  its  first  three  members.  These 
men,  all  alumni  of  the  College,  and  two  of  them  members 
iif  the  faculty,  had  been  selected  by  the  nine  charter 
members  to  serve  with  them  as  foundation  members. 
They  were  Dr.  D.  Maurice  Allan,  '16;  Dr.  Frank  S. 
Johns,   '08,  and  Dr.   Graves  H.  Thompson,   '27. 

Following  the  installation  of  the  chapter  and  the 
initiation  of  the  first  members.  President  and  Mrs. 
Gammon  entertained  visiting  guests  and  members  of  the 
faculty  and  their  wives  at  dinner  in  the  College  Commons. 

After  dinner,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  public 
was  invited  to  hear  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  address  by 
Dr.  Jack  in  College  Church.  LTndoubtedly  his  address 
with  all  of  its  humor,  warmth,  simplicity  and  dignity 
was  the  high  spot  of  the  whole  day's  proceedings. 

Dr.  Jack,  although  not  a  Hampden-Sydney  Alumnus, 
with  deep  sincerity  told  of  his  admiration  for  and  debt 
to  Dr.  William  Davis  Hooper,  '89,  to  whom  he  attributed 
his  great  personal  interest  in  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr. 
Jack  then  traced  something  of  the  history  and  the  mean- 
ing of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  showing  how  its  professed  ideals 
and  those,  of  Hampden-Sydney  were  identical.  He 
referred  to  the  legendary  charter  mentioned  earlier  in 
this  article,  and  to  the  unsuccessful  attempts  made  since 
that  time  to  obtain  a  charter.  In  installing  the  chapter 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  it  was,  he  said,  his  privilege  "to 
:orrect  an  error  made  long  ago."

Bibles  Through  the  Blockade 

Last  summer,  Dr.  W.  Edwin  Hemphill,  first  honor 
graduateof  the  Class  of  1932,  delivered  an  address  at  the 
Charlottesville  Presbyterian  Church  on  a  most  interest- 
ing subject,  "Bibles  Through  the  Blockade."  Dr.  Hemp- 
hill, in  his  scholarly  address,  stated  that  the  Federal 
authorities  had  placed  Bibles  on  the  list  of  contraband, 
1861-1865.  In  order  to  break  this  particular  blockade, 
Dr.  Moses  Drury  Hoge,  first  honor  graduate  of  the  Class 
of  1839,  was  requested  to  risk  running  the  blockade,  and 
of  going  to  England  for  the  Bibles.  The  appeal  made  by 
Dr.  Hoge  met  with  generous  response  on  the  part  of  the 
English  people  and  he  returned  with  large  quantities  of 
Bibles. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  Dr.  Hemphill  that  his  brilliant  paper 
was  published  in  the  August  issue  of  the  Commonwealth, 
of  which  William  S.  Lacy,  '29,  is  the  editor,  and  that 
it  will  also  appear  in  the  Alabama  Bible  Society  Quarterly, 
and  in  the  Magazine  of  the  LInited  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy. 


Tiger  Missionary  Arrives  in  Korea 

A  letter  written  by  our  Tiger  Missionary,  the  Reverend 
R.  K.  Robinson,  '42,  tells  of  his  early  experiences  upon 
his  arrival  in  Korea  last  fall.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robinson 
are  living  at  86  Yong  Dong,  Mokpo,  South  Chula  Province 
of  Korea. 

In  part,  he  writes:  "In  the  midst  of  this  situation 
(political  confusion)  we  find  a  growing  church.  It  was 
a  thrill,  the  other  day,  to  go  to  a  newly  established  church 
here  in  Mokpo,  and  to  worship  there.  At  present  there 
are  nine  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  city.  I  have  been 
to  all  but  one,  and  in  every  case  the  services  were  well 
attended  and  there  was  a  fine  spirit  of  worship  among 
the  people.  We  understand  that  many  of  these  churches 
are  having  to  enlarge  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  work." 

The  enthusiasm  of  R.  K.  Robinson  is  typical  of  this 
earnest,  consecrated  and  able  young  man.

THE  Old  Senate  Chamber  in  the  Capitol  at  Richmond 
was  the  scene  of  an  important  event  in  connection 
with  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth,  when  on  Octo- 
ber 28,  1949,  the  oil  painting  of  the  three  vessels,  Sarah 
Constant,  Goodspeed  and  Discovery  was  unveiled.  The 
painting,  the  work  of  a  distinguished  marine  artist. 
Commander  Griffith  Daily  Coale,  handsomely  framed, 
is  placed  upon  the  east  wall  of  the  Old  Senate  Chamber. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  chairman  of  the  Virginia  First 
Settlers  Commission,  which  was  created  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  1946  and  charged  with  the  duties  of  haying 
this  painting  made,  presided.  The  invocation  was  given 
by  the  Reverend  Clayton  Torrence,  secretary  of  the  \  ir- 
ginia  Historical  Society.  After  a  brief  and  informing  state- 
ment by  Chairman  Eggleston,  he  requested  Colonel  E. 
Griffith  Dodson,  clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  take 
charge,  in  the  absence,  due  to  illness,  of  Robert  K.  Brock 


the  commission's  secretary.  Colonel  Dodson  at  Dr.  Eggles- 
ton's  request  read  the  remarks  which  Mr.  Brock  had 
intended  to  make,  and  introduced  Mr.  John  Melville 
Jennings,  Librarian  of  the  Virginia  Historical  Society, 
the  speaker  chosen  for  the  occasion,  who  made  a  scholarly 
address. 

Hon.  James  A.  Bear,  the  other  member  of  the  Virginia 
First  Settlers  Commission,  then  presented  the  painting, 
which   was   unveiled   by    his   granddaughter.    Miss    Elise 
Sheppard  Burks,  and  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  Common-- 
wealth    by    Lieutenant    Governor    L.    Preston    Collins. 
The  Virginia   Art   Commission   was   present   and   an   in- ■ 
terested    and    distinguished    audience    all    but   filled    the 
Chamber.      A   notable   feature   was    the    presence   of   a 
number  of  Indian  chiefs  in  costume  with  their  retinues. 
Their  presence  was  particularly  fitting  in  as  much  as  theiri 
ancestors  first  spied  the  ships  as  they  came  in  and  dropped  ! 
anchor  in  the  James  off  Jamestown  Island.

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Opening  Statement  of  J.   D.  Eggleston, 

Chairman  of  the  Three  Ships  Commission 

October  28,  1949 

IN  January,  1946,  Senator  Robert  K.  Brock,  of  Prince 
Edward  County,  introduced  a  bill  in  the  Virginia 
Senate,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Commission 
consisting  of  one  representative  from  the  Senate,  one 
from  the.  House  of  Delegates,  and  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor;  this  Commission  to  select  an  artist  to 
paint  a  picture,  depicting  the  landing  of  the  three  ships — 
the  Sarah  Constant,  the  Godspeed  (or  Goodspeed),  and  the 
Discovery — at  Jamestown  Island  on  May  13,  1607. 

These  ships  brought  to  our  shore  approximately  150 
|men,  who  in  fact  brought  the  first  permanent  English 
settlement  to  this  country,  and  who,  with  others  who 
came  later,  established  in  1619  that  first  Colonial  Govern- 
ment which   laid   the  foundation   for  this   Republic. 

Senator  Brock's  bill  directed  the  expenditure  of  ^7,500 
for  the  remuneration  of  the  artist,  and  for  assisting  the 
State  Board  of  Education  in  having  photographs  of  the 
painting  taken  and  placed  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
state,  where,  under  the  instruction  of  their  teachers, 
our  boys  and  girls  could  learn  these  facts  of  our  history. 

By  unanimous  vote,  the  bill  passed  both  branches  of 
the  Assembly,  and  was  signed  by  the  Governor.  Senator 
Brock  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Commission  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate;  Representative  James 
A.  Bear,  of  Roanoke,  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Commission  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and 
Governor  Tuck  appointed  me  as  the  third  member. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commission,  on  May  11, 
1946,  I  was  elected  chairman  and  Senator  Brock  secre- 
tary.   This  explains  my  presence  on  this  platform. 

The  Commission  exercised  the  greatest  possible  care  in 
the  selection  of  a  marine  artist;  and  it  invited  the  State 
Art  Commission  to  sit  in  with,  and  to  be  a  part  of,  the 
Three  Ships  Commission.  The  picture,  and  its  location 
in  the  Old  Senate  Chamber,  were  approved  by  the  Art 
Commission. 

In  closing,  it  seems  appropriate  to  say  that  most  of 
lis  are  familiar  with  the  notable  work  of  the  Association 
^or  the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiquities,  in  saving 
famestown  Island,  and  in  preserving  the  memory  of  the 
ounders  of  the  Colony  and  State  of  Virginia,  who  were 
also  the  founders  of  our  Republic. 

Because  of  illness,  Mr.  Brock  is  unable  to  be  present, 
ind  I  am  asking  Mr.  E.  Griffith  Dodson  to  read  Mr. 
Brock's  paper,  prepared  for  this  occasion. 

It  is  now  my  prerogative  and  pleasure  to  introduce

Remarks  of  Hon.  R.  K.   Brock,  as  pre- 
ared  for  October  28,  1949,  and  read  by 
Jon.  E.  Griffith  Dodson,  because  of  Mr. 
Brock's  Illness 

VIr.  Chairman,  L.^dies  and  Gentlemen: 

\  The  suggestion  of  this  painting  came  from  your  presiding 
officer.  Dr.  Joseph  D.  Eggleston,  a  distinguished  educator, 
or  seven  years  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
iix   years    President   of   Virginia    Polytechnic    Institute, 


and  for  20  years  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
of  which  he  is  now  President  Emeritus. 

He  was  talking  with  me,  who  at  that  time  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Virginia  Senate,  and  commented  on  how 
neglectful  the  people  of  Virginia  had  been  in  not  making 
some  appropriate  and  lasting  recognition  of  one  of  the 
great  events  of  history.  He  referred  to  these  three  little 
ships,  the  Sarah  Constant,  Goodspeed  and  Discovery, 
which  with  their  intrepid  commanders  and  crews,  in 
May,  1607,  brought  the  first  permanent  English  settlers 
to  these  shores  and,  in  fact,  laid  the  foundation  of  this 
great  republic.  The  idea  at  once  caught  my  interest. 
It  was  recalled  that  the  Mayflower,  which  brought  the 
Pilgrims  to  New  England  did  not  reach  Plymouth  Rock 
until  13  years  after  the  settlement  at  Jamestown  and  a 
representative  government  established  in  Virginia;  and 
yet  this  vessel  had  been  often  painted  and  portrayed, 
and  its  praises  sung  in  song  and  story.  At  the  same  time 
so  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  has  been  no  painting  or  print 
worthy  of  the  name  of  these  gallant  ships. 

You  have  only  recently  had  brought  to  your  attention 
from  the  report  of  the  Byrd  Commission  how  neglectful  the 
teaching  of  Virginia  histoiy  has  been  in  our  schools.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  one  in  two  hundred  high  school  students 
could  name  a  single  one  of  these  ships,  which  should  be 
household  names,  while  it  is  probable  that  a  great  many 
of  these  students  could  tell  you  about  the  Mayflower. 

To  bring  this  important  event  before  the  people  of 
Virginia  and  before  the  school  children  in  particular,  as 
well  as  to  the  attention  of  citizens  of  this  country  gen- 
erally, and  to  make  some  amends  for  years  of  neglect, 
the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  at  the  Session  of  1946, 
as  you  have  been  told  by  Dr.  Eggleston,  passed  an  Act 
providing  for  this  oil  painting  by  a  competent  marine 
artist,  to  be  approved  by  the  Art  Commission  and 
placed  in  a  prominent  position  in  the  State  Capitol, 
and  creating  a  commission  known  as  the  Virginia  First 
Settlers  Commission,  charged  with  this  important  work. 
In  order  that  authentic  information  and  data  should  be 
obtained  with  reference  to  these  vessels  no  small  amount 
of  study  and  research  was  done  by  members  of  the 
Commission.  As  you  have  also  been  told  by  Dr.  Eggles- 
ton, great  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the  artist. 
Moreover,  the  artist  chosen,  Commander  Coale,  before 
he  so  much  as  applied  a  brush  to  the  canvas  carried  on 
further  painstaking  and  exhaustive  research.  The  Com- 
mission feels  that  you  will  agree  with  them  that  they 
have  made  a  wise  choice. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  introduce  the  speaker  who  will 
address  you  on  this,  as  we  see  it,  important  and  historic 
occasion.  He  is  a  native  Virginian,  a  graduate  of  our 
oldest  college  situated  but  a  few  miles  from  Jamestown 
where  this  epochal  landing  took  place,  he  is  steeped  in 
the  history  of  Virginia,  and  is  a  well-known  writer  of 
historical  subjects.  I  present  Mr.  John  Melville  Jennings, 
Librarian  of  the  Virginia  Historical   Society. 

Fire  Damages  the  Theta  Chi  House 

Fire,  probably  resulting  from  defective  wiring,  swept 
through  the  interior  of  the  Theta  Chi  Fraternity  House 
about  1:30  P.  M.,  Tuesday,  January  31.  The  College  Fire 
Department  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Herman  Dun- 
can checked  the  blaze  until  the  arrival  of  the  Farmville 
Fire  Department.

W.  &  M.  Professor  Speaks  Before 
Convocation 

HUMANISM  DEFINED  BY  DOCTOR  RYAN 

"  Humanism,"  said  Dr.  George  Ryan,  professor  of  foreign 
languages  at  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  "is  a 
philosophy,  a  way  of  life,  a  way  of  thinking  which  places 
paramount  importance  on  the  independence  of  man,  and 
insists  upon  man's  use  of  his  own  reason  as  guide  for 
his  life  and  the  life  of  others." 

In  his  talk  on  December  I,  at  the  third  convocation 
of  the  year,  Dr.  Ryan  quoting  from,  and  using  the  philos- 
ophy of  two  great  humanists,  Sophocles  and  Shakes- 
peare, proceeded  to  point  out  the  two  main  principles  of 
humanism. 

The  first  of  these  principles  claims  that  a  plan  of  life 
where  human  values  and  human  dignity,  if  neglected,  is 
unbearable.  The  humanities,  whose  primary  purpose 
must  be  humane,  help  establish  human  values  and 
dignity.  The  second  principle  enunciates  the  theory 
that  every  man  must  be  aware  of  his  own  mind,  and 
that  he  must  be  of  an  inquiring  mind. 

"A  liberal  education,"  according  to  the  learned  speaker, 
"provides  a  liberating  of  the  mind  from  sluggish  every- 
day thoughts,  and  a  liberating  of  the  spirit  from  the 
world  which  is  too  much  with  us." 

Dr.  Ryan  spoke  in  lighter,  and  more  humorous,  vein 
the  night  before  the  formal  convocation  to  the  students 
gathered  together  in  Mcllwaine  Hall  on  the  subject, 
"Night  Life  in  Ancient  Rome." 

Rarely  has  any  speaker  evoked  more  interest  and 
enthusiasm  than  Dr.  Ryan.  While  on  the  campus  he 
was  entertained  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Graves  H.  Thompson 
in  their  gracious  home,  "Pennshurst."

JAAIES  E.  ALLEN,  Class  of  '98,  former  president 
of  Davis  and  Elkins  College  and  president  emeritus 
)f  Marshall  College,  died  at  his  home  in  Danville,  Va., 
■"riday  evening,  January  6. 

Dr.  Allen  was  born  in  Hebron,  Va.,  June  13,  1876. 
ie  was  a  son  of  Dr.  Peter  Woodward  Allen  and  Mrs. 
^annie  Blunt  (Scott)  Allen.  He  was  graduated  from 
iampden-Sydney  in  1898,  four  years  after  his  brother, 
*".  M.  Allen,  Class  of  '94.  After  leaving  Hampden- 
iydney,  Dr.  Allen  took  graduate  work  in  Latin  at  Johns- 
iopkins  University,  1903-05.  Li  1906,  he  accepted  the 
■  rofessorship  of  French  and  German  at  Davis  and  Elkins 
College,  and  four  years  later,  in  1910,  was  elected  presi- 
ent  of  the  College,  which  position  he  held  with  great 
:istinction  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  It  was  during 
his  period,  in  1923,  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
ervices  and  outstanding  contributions  in  the  field  of 
ducation  that  Hampden-Sydney  College  conferred  upon 
lim  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

:,  -f"  193S1  Dr.  Allen  was  made  president  of  Marshall 
"oUege,  Huntington,  VV.  Va.,  from  which  he  retired  in 
942.    After  his  retirement  he  spent  much  time  writing. 

He  is  the  author  of  The  Minimum  Salary  of  a  Presby- 
■ria7i  Pastor  and  many  articles  and  pamphlets. 

In  1910,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Susan  H.  Garrott, 
nd  to  them  six  children  were  born,  five  of  whom  are 
ving:  Dr.  James  Edward  Allen,  Jr.,  of  New  York; 
h.  Joseph  Garrott  Allen,  of  Chicago;  Robert  Alfriend 
.lien,  of  St.  Albans,  W.  Va.;  Charles  Garrott  Allen,  of 
few  York,  and  Carter  Randolph  Allen,  of  New  York, 
t  daughter,  Miss  Frances  B.  Alien,  died  several  years  ago. 


After  Mrs.  Allen's  death.  Dr.  Allen  married  Airs. 
Parke  D.  Carter,  who  survives  him,  and  who  now  resides 
in  Danville,  Va. 

Dr.  Allen  was  a  member  of  the  West  Virginia  Academy 
of  Science,  and  a  member  of  the  Randolph  County 
(W.  Va.)  Historical  Society.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  of  Kappa  Delta  Pi.  In  1934,  he 
was  elected  the  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  West  Virginia. 
Although,  after  leaving  Hampden-Sydney,  Dr.  Allen 
spent  his  entire  life  in  other  educational  institutions,  he 
always  remained  a  devoted  and  loyal  son  of  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

The  following  editorial  appeared  in  the  Elkins  Inter- 
Mountain  newspaper,  January  7: 

The  passing  of  Dr.  James  E.  Allen,  for  25  years  president  of  Davis 
and  Elkins  College,  brought  profound  grief  to  his  Elkins  friends.  And 
listed  among  his  Elkins  friends  were  all  who  knew  him. 

Dr.  Allen  had  recently  resided  at  Danville,  Va.,  following  retirement 
as  president  of  Marshall  College  at  Huntington  where  he  went  after 
resigning  at  Davis  and  Elkins  in  1935. 

There  was  perhaps  no  man  who  ever  influenced  the  young  men  and 
women  of  this  community  as  he  did  through  the  years  in  which  he 
was  associated  with  the  college  here  needs  not  the  saying. 

Under  his  administration  the  College  survived  its  most  difficult 
years  and  it  may  be  truly  said  that  he  laid  the  foundation  for  the  growth 
which  has  followed. 

His  influence  in  the  community  was  not  limited  to  his  work  at  the 
College,  however,  for  he  was  always  active  in  the  religious  and  civic 
life  of  Elkins. 

A  few  years  ago.  Dr.  Allen  returned  to  the  College  for  a  brief  period. 
On  invitation,  he  taught  a  summer  course  there  and  many  of  his  former 
associates  and  friends  had  the  pleasing  experience  of  renewing  a  long 
and  valued  acquaintanceship.  His  interest  in  the  College,  and  in  the 
community  in  which  he  and  his  family  lived  for  so  many  years  was 
never  dimmed,  even  though  circumstances  were  such  that  he  returned 
to  his  native  Virginia  following  his  retirement. 

He  will  be  remembered  always  as  one  of  this  community's  best- 
loved  citizens.

The  four  new  members  have  taken  part  in  many 
campus  activities  during  their  years  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
Harvey,  a  senior,  has  served  as  track  and  basketball 
manager,  and  is  the  student  in  charge  of  the  equipment 
room  at  the  gymnasium.  He  is  the  head  of  the  Freshman 
Counselors,  a  member  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  vice 
president  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity,  and  is  on  the 
Dean's  List. 

Edward  Sharp,  a  senior,  has  won  letters  in  basketball 
and  tennis.  As  a  pre-medical  student  he  has  been  con- 
sistently on  the  Dean's  List.

This  year 
he  is  the  business  manager  of  the  Kaleidoscope,  and  is 
serving  as  the  chairman  of  the  Student  Finance  Board. 
"Puggy,"  as  he  is  affectionately  known  by  his  fellows, 
is  on  the  Dean's  List,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Kappa 
Sigma  social  fraternity. 

Dr.  W.  Mcllwaine  Thompson,  pastor  of  College  Church, 
and  himself  a  member  of  O.  D.  K.  during  his  student 
days  at  Davidson  College,  delivered  the  talk  for  the 
occasion,  taking  for  his  subject  The  Basis  of  Leadership. 
Dr.  Thompson's  remarks  in  part  follow: 

At  Hampden-Sydney  only  a  limited  number  of 
students  can  be  elected  to  Omicron  Delta  Kappa. 
In  life,  however,  every  Hampden-Sydney  man,  be- 
cause of  his  native  endowments  and  training,  will  be 
looked  up  to  as  a  leader.  This  is  not  said  as  a  compli- 
ment, nor  should  it  be  taken  as  such.  The  oppor- 
tunities which  are  and  which  will  be  yours  are  a  God- 
given  responsibility  and  challenge.  Since  they  are 
before  you,  however,  it  is  well  for  all  to  reflect  upon 
the  meaning  of  leadership. 

I'd  like  to  present  two  propositions  to  you:  The 
first  is  that  true  leadership  depends  on  character,  the 
primary  quality  of  which  must  be  humility — not  false 
modesty,  but  the  proper  humility  of  a  man  who  is 
willing  to  devote  himself  in  service  to  others.  The 
story  is  told  of  a  minister  who  became  very  ill  and 
for  a  long  time  lay  between  life  and  death.  Each  day, 
on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  church,  his  condition  was 
announced  so  that  his  many  friends  and  parishioners 
might  have  word.  For  days  the  one  statement  ap- 
peared: "Unchanged."  At  length,  when  hope  had 
been  all  but  abandoned,  there  was  a  sudden  and 
entirely  unexpected  improvement.  The  church  officers, 
thinking  it  inappropriate  to  make  a  bare  announce- 
ment of  such  a  miraculous  recovery,  posted  this  on 
the  bulletin  board:  "God  is  good.  Dr.  Smith  is  better." 
Now  when  a  man  begins  to  think  that  about  himself, 
he  is  on  the  road  to  destruction  and  will  destroy  others 
with  himself. 

The  second  proposition  is  this:  Such  character 
depends  upon  religious  conviction.  Martin  Luther 
remarked  that  man  by  nature  hates  God,  for  he  him- 
self wants  to  be  God.  And  unless  a  man  has  an  abiding 
faith  in  the  true  God,  he  will  set  himself  up  as  god 
in  the  life  of  himself  and  of  others.  Some  years  ago 
I  was  attracted  by  a  scrap  of  a  poem,  "Be  wise;  soar 
not  too  high  to  fall,  but  stoop  to  rise";  but  I've  learned 
long  since  that  while  wisdom  might  tell  me  it  would 
be  advantageous  for  me  to  stoop  to  rise,  I'll  not  take 
the  advice.  As  Augustine,  who  was  as  great  a  psycholo- 
gist as  theologian,  remarked,  the  trouble  is  that  when 
I  want  to  be  good,  either  I  am  good  already,  in  which 
case  there  is  no  change  to  be  made;  or  else  I  am  not 
good,  which  means  that  my  will  is  not  good  and  my 
wish  to  be  good  is  half-hearted.  The  trouble  is  in  the 
organ  of  aspiration.  You  can't  cure  yourself  because 
your  medicine  is  poisoned.  Real  character  can  come 
only  as  God's  spirit  is  in  control  of  your  lives.  And 
only  a  man  of  such  character  can  be  a  real  leader. 


Fall  Religious  Emphasis  Series 

THE  Fall  Religious  Emphasis  Series,  December  6,  7 
and  8,  brought  to  the  campus  Reverend  Russell  C. 
Stroup,  D.D.,  and  Reverend  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  Th.M., 
to  guide  student  thinking  on  the  theme,  "Every  Career 
Christian."     The  speakers  were  chosen  with  this  theme: 
in  mind,  and  their  work  here  during  the  three  days  ofl 
their  stay  on  the  campus  manifested  their  ability  to  deal  I 
constructively  with  it. 

Dr.  Stroup,  a  graduate  in  law  from  Stanford  University, 
and  an  alumnus  of  Drew  Theological  Seminary,  has  been 
since  1937  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Lynchburg,  except  for  a  leave  of  absence  from  his  pastor- 
ate during  the  war,  when  he  served  for  several  years  as 
an  infantry  chaplain  in  the  Southwest  Pacific.  Beforei 
coming  to  Lynchburg  he  was  for  a  number  of  years 
pastor  of  churches  in  Southern  California.  He  is  widelyi 
known  for  his  writing  and  for  his  radio  work.  Mr.  Stair 
has  had  much  experience  in  vocational  counseling,  having; 
conducted  two  vocational  conferences,  at  which,  in-i 
cidentally,  Hampden-Sydney  College  was  well  represented.! 
He  has  also  spoken  on  the  claims  of  Christian  vocation! 
at  many  schools  and  colleges.  A  graduate  of  Davidson) 
College,  where  he  was  president  of  the  student  body; 
during  his  senior  year,  and  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Mr.  Stair  has  been  for  the  past  two  years  assistant  to 
the  president  of  the  seminary.  He  also  saw  military; 
service,  as  an  infantry  officer,  for  four  years.  Reverend^ 
W.  M.  Thompson,  pastor  of  College  Church,  also  took  a 
very  active  part  in  the  Religious  Emphasis  Series. 

In  addition  to  these,  Mr.  W.  C.  Fitzpatrick,  a  lawyer 
of  Farmville,  conducted  a  seminar  on  "Law — a  Christian 
Vocation"  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  December  6;  and 
Dr.  F.  R.  Crawford,  former  medical  missionary  to  Chinaj 
now  practicing  in  Farmville,  led  a  seminar  discussion  on 
"Medicine — a  Christian  Calling"  on  Thursday  after-i 
noon.  On  all  three  days  Dr.  D.  M.  Allan,  professor  ot 
psychology  and  philosophy  at  Hampden-Sydney,  den 
voted  the  afternoons  to  conferences  with  individual 
students   regarding  their  freshman   entrance  tests. 

The  program  worked  out  by  the  cabinet  of  the  Student 
Christian  Association,  of  which  Sam  Hart,  '51,  is  presi- 
dent, was  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  reach  all  areas 
of  college  life.  The  visiting  speakers  conducted  chapel 
in  the  mornings  and  held  services  in  College  Church 
each  evening.  In  addition  to  these  more  formal  services 
they  conducted  seminars  in  the  afternoons,  led  pra\ei 
meetings  each  night  in  the  dormitories  and  in  the  fra- 
ternity houses,  and  took  over  various  classes  in  Mortoi 
Hall  during  the  mornings.  Numerous  personal  con- 
ferences were  also  arranged. 

The  response  of  the  student  body  was  whole-hearted 
not  only  because  of  the  effective  presentation  of  thi 
Series  leaders,  but  also  because  of  the  timeliness  of  th< 
subject.  Many  students  have  expressed  the  convictioi 
that  while  answers  were  not  always  given,  significan 
questions  were  raised  and  issues  were  clarified.  E\er\ 
student  was  confronted  afresh  with  the  problem  of  tin 
relation  of  his  vocation  and  his  Christian  faith. 

Plans  are  alieady  well  under  way  for  a  complementar\ 
Spring  Religious  Emphasis  Series  on  the  subject  of  Evan 
gelism.  The  S.  C.  A.  Cabinet  trusts  that  the  Fall  Religion 
Emphasis  Series,  further  interpreted  and  made  more  com 
pelling  by  the  Spring  Religious  Emphasis  Series,  will  mak 
this  school  year  especially  meaningful  in  the  lives  of  th 
students. 
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Union-Philanthropic  Literary 
Sponsors  Speakers 

The  Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society  has  added 
to  the  programs  presented  by  its  own  members  certain 
srograms  brought  in  from  without.  To  these  programs, 
usually  consisting  of  visiting  lecturers,  the  whole  College 
ind  surrounding  community  is  invited. 

The  two  features  or  public  programs  this  fall  were 
Dresented'by  Congressman  Watkins  M.  Abbitt,  of  the 
"ourth  Virginia  District,  and  Editor  Virginius  Dabney, 
Df  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch. 

Congressman  Abbitt,  speaking  upon  the  American 
i'oreign  policy,  stated  his  belief  that  our  security  was  to 
36  found  in  the  North  Atlantic  Pact  and  the  Marshall 
Plan.  He  warned,  however,  that  these  vast  experiments 
n  world  order  must  not  be  carried  to  the  point  where 
;he  financial  system,  and  the  controls  necessary  to 
mplement  them,  threaten  our  democratic  freedom. 

Mr.  Dabney,  one-time  Pulitzer  Prize  Winner,  spoke 
)n  his  favorite  subject,  "Which  Way  is  the  South  Mov- 
ng.'"  According  to  Mr.  Dabney,  the  South  is  a  victim 
)f  somewhat  undue  scorn  at  the  hands  of  those  who  do 
lot  understand  her  problems.  The  South  and  the  West 
Iloast,  he  pointed  out,  are  the  two  sections  of  the  country 
ihowing  in  recent  years  the  greatest  improvement.  In 
learly  every  field  of  endeavor  the  South,  he  said,  was 
orging  ahead.  As  evidence,  he  pointed  out  that  the 
acial  situation  is  improving,  lynchings  are  largely 
lorrors  of  the  past,  educational  facilities,  both  white  and 
colored,  were  increasing  rapidly,  and  that  industrial  out- 
put has  nearly  doubled  during  the  decade.  As  to  farming, 
lie  said,  that  diversification  of  crops  had  come  to  stay, 
!ind  refuted  the  idea  that  the  South  was  the  land  of 
tenancy  and  of  the  sharecropper.  In  fact,  he  pointed 
i)ut,  there  is  less  tenancy  in  the  South  now  than  there 
is  in  some  portions  of  the  highly  productive  Midwest. 


Concerning  the  Enrollment 

I  The  enrollment  of  the  College  is  limited  by  the  living 
'acilities  available.  Without  counting  the  men  who  live 
'n  Farmville  and  commute  daily,  the  College  cannot 
iccommodate  over  400  men.  For  the  present  year  this 
:nrollment  breaks  down  into  84  seniors,  81  juniors,  116 
ophomores,  126  freshmen. 

\  The  size  of  a  new  freshman  class  is,  of  course,  de- 
jiendent  on  the  number  of  graduates  of  the  preceding 
f'ear  plus  the  number  of  withdrawals.  The  registration 
|or  next  session's  courses,  which  takes  place  during  the 
6rst  week  in  May,  gives  a  certain  but  not  an  absolute 
|heck  on  withdrawals.  This  number  may  be  increased 
py  faculty  action  at  the  end  of  the  session  and  by  volun- 
[ary  withdrawals  during  the  summer. 
'  Inquiries  about  the  enrollment  for  September,  1950, 
lave  been  most  encouraging  and  we  already  ha\'e  a 
'atisfactory  number  of  definite  applications  with  Regis- 
ration  Fee.  After  receipt  of  an  application,  a  blank  is 
•ent  to  the  applicant's  school  for  his  scholastic  record 
nd  test  results  and  recommendations.  No  applicant  is  ac- 
epted  without  the  recommendation  of  his  principal  or 
leadmaster. 

When  these  papers  are  at  hand  they  are  placed  before 
he  Entrance  Committee  of  the  faculty.  This  Committee 
oes   into   each   case   with   thoroughness   and   sympathy. 


Many  factors  enter  into  acceptance.  The  Committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  one  of  the  reasons  for  our  fine  student 
body  is  that  so  many  of  them  are  sons,  brothers  or  cousins 
of  former  students.  The  outside  interests  of  the  appli- 
cant have  their  weight  since  the  extra-curricular  activities 
of  college  life  make  up  what  we  believe  is  a  beneficial 
part  of  it.  We  desire  men  who  are  interested  in  dramatics, 
journalism,  music,  forensics  and  athletics. 

Of  course  the  scholastic  record  must  be  satisfactory. 
The  Committee  has  never  established  a  criterion,  such  as 
a  standing  in  the  upper  third  of  the  class.  They  believe 
that  such  a  criterion  would  have  eliminated  many  men 
who  have  established  themselves  as  outstanding  college 
leaders  on  our  campus. 

Sometimes  applicants  are  rejected  because  their  scho- 
lastic record  indicates  a  lack  of  intellectual  promise. 
Sometimes  the  record  is  only  mediocre  but  other  avail- 
able evidence  seems  to  assure  a  capacity  for  leadership. 
Character  is  always  a  prerequisite.  Since  the  number 
of  applications  has  exceeded  the  number  of  places  avail- 
able during  the  last  few  years,  it  results  that  acceptance 
by  the  Entrance  Committee  is  on  somewhat  of  a  com- 
petitive basis  and  the  whole  record  of  the  applicant  is 
considered  in  making  a  choice. 

The  Entrance  Committee  has  already  begun  the  accept- 
ance of  applicants  for  next  September.  Many  Alumni 
have  sons  or  relatives  or  friends  who  they  intend  or 
wish  to  have  apply.  An  early  application  at  least  gets 
consideration  before  the  number  of  places  becomes 
limited  and  the  resulting  competition  for  the  fewer 
places  becomes  more  acute.  From  present  appearances 
that  limited  number  will  occur  almost  before  we  are 
aware  of  it.  Therefore  early  application  is  highly  desirable.

1949  Football  In  Retrospect 


HISTORY  repeated  itself  for  the  first  time  since  the 
early  twenties  as  Hampden-Sydney  gained  its 
econd  winning  football  season  in  a  row  on  the  strength 
)f  the  performance  of  the  1949  Tiger  eleven. 

.  Playing  a  nine-game  schedule  that  afforded  few  let-ups, 
■he  Tigers  posted  a  five-won,  four-lost  record  to  add  to 
pst  year's  outstanding  6 — 2 — i   mark. 

I  The  last  time  Hampden-Sydney  football  teams  were 
ible  to  produce  seasonal  records  overbalanced  in  the 
pctory  column  in  successive  years  was  in  1920  and  1921. 

j  Although  successful  from  a  won-lost  standpoint,  the 
i — 4  record  did  not  seem,  to  those  who  were  closely 
onnected  with  the  squad,  to  be  truly  indicative  of  the 
trength  of  the  team  it  represented.  It  was  the  conten- 
ion  of  Coach  Morgan  Tiller,  for  one,  that  the  '49  team 


was  greatly  improved  over  the  much-acclaimed  team  of 
the  year  before,  which  was  led  by  Little  Ail-American 
Lynn  Chewning.  But  improvement  on  the  general  front 
of  collegiate  football,  a  mid-season  manpower  shortage 
and  the  breaks  of  the  game  all  helped  to  make  the  '49 
squad  record  somewhat  less  outstanding  than  that  of 
its  predecessor. 

Doug  Chapman,  of  Richmond,  and  Walter  Bridges,  of 
Danville,  served  as  able  co-captains  for  the  team.  Chap- 
man, who  directed  most  of  the  team's  ground  offense, 
shared  the  passing  and  did  all  the  kicking  from  his 
quarterback  position,  experienced  probably  his  best  of 
four  seasons  at  Hampden-Sydney.  His  passing  accounted 
for  321  yards  gained  and  three  touchdowns  scored,  and 
his  punting  (average:  40.5  yards  for  41  kicks)  helped 
the  Tigers  out  of  many  a  dangerous  situation.

Bridges,  whose  outstanding  line  play  has  been  the 
topic  of  discussion  among  opponents  for  the  past  three 
years,  received  probably  more  recognition  than  any  other 
man  on  the  team  for  his  work  in  '49.  The  183-pound 
guard  was  named  "Virginia  Lineman  of  the  Week"  by 
the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  following  the  Randolph- 
Macon  game  and  later  received  a  third  string  berth  on 
the  All-State  team. 

Several  other  players  also  gave  sparkling  performances 
during  the  season.  Freshman  Bill  Blair,  of  Galax,  led 
the  Tigers  in  passing  by  completing  50  out  of  107  attempts 
for  722  yards  and  seven  touchdowns;  Halfback  Clancy 
Holland,  of  Windsor,  gained  506  yards  through  the  line 
in  87  rushing  attempts  to  lead  all  other  ball  carriers 
in  total  yardage  gained,  although  he  played  in  only 
seven  games;  End  Gladstone  Smith,  of  Hurley,  paced 
the  team  in  scoring  by  catching  three  touchdown  passes 
(he  caught  24  passes  in  all),  kicking  one  extra  point  and 
one  field  goal  for  a  total  of  22  points. 

In  the  long-runs  department,  Holland  broke  away 
for  a  92-yard  touchdown  jaunt  against  East  Carolina 
Teachers;  Fullback  Howell  Graver,  of  \\'aynesboro, 
went  62  yards  for  a  score  against  Randolph-Macon; 
Halfback  Gat  Leonard,  of  Raleigh,  X.  C,  followed 
blockers  51  yards  to  pay  dirt  against  Newport  News, 
and  Sophomore  Numa  Bradner,  of  Danville,  returned 
intercepted  passes  42  and  46  yards  for  touchdowns  on 
successive  week  ends  against  Newport  News  and 
Gallaudet. 

Still  other  names  found  their  way  into  the  headlines 
during  the  course  of  the  season.  End  Broun  Dameron, 
of  Montross,  saved  the  Home-Coming  Day  against  Centre 
by  making  spectacular  catches  for  both  touchdowns  the 
Tigers  scored.  Defensive  Halfback  Billy  Wall,  of  Farm- 
ville,  turned  ball  carrier  midway  in  the  season  and 
finished  with  an  even  seven-yard  average  for  30  attempts, 
better  than  any  other  back.  Freshman  Tommy  Edmonds, 
of  Hampton,  was  used  effectively  as  a  scatback — he 
returned  14  punts  169  yards  and  was  on  the  scoring  end 
of  three  passes.  Robert  (Wink)  Osburn,  of  Tappa- 
hannock,  played  outstanding  ball  at  halfback  until  a 
recurrence  of  an  old  knee  injury  forced  him  to  retire 
after  four  games. 


Center  Joe  Potts,  of  Chester,  was  a  near-60-minute 
man  throughout  the  season;  Chuck  Pusinelli,  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  Alfred  Adkins,  of  Richmond,  and  Ed  Moore,; 
also  of  Richmond,  were  capable  ends;  Walter  Moore, 
of  Richmond;  Eldridge  Moore,  of  Abingdon;  Claud. 
McCauley,  of  Wytheville,  and  Dick  Venable,  of  Charles- 
ton, W.  Va.,  did  the  most  work  at  tackle;  William  Lee,, 
of  Falls  Church;  John  Robinson,  of  Hampton,  and  Baker 
Davenport,  of  Richmond,  performed  well  at  guard. 

Hampden-Sydney  opened  the  season  by  dropping  a 
close  game  to  Guilford,  19 — 13,  in  a  night  contest  played 
in  the  newly  constructed  stadium  at  Greensboro,  N.  C^ 
Although  the  Tigers  outrushed  the  Quakers,  230  yards! 
to  186,  and  ran  up  16  first  downs  to  eight,  they  came 
up  short  on  points  at  the  final  whistle.  Coach  Tiller's 
team  warmed  up  to  two  touchdowns  in  the  second  half, 
but  could  not  overcome  the  13-point  lead  Guilford  held 
at  intermission  due  to  a  third  Quaker  score  in  the  third 
period. 

At  home  in  their  second  appearance  of  the  year,  thf 
Tigers  had  little  trouble  in  downing  East  Carolina' 
Teachers  after  a  slow  start.  The  score  was  20 — 7.  Hol- 
land's long  run  was  the  outstanding  play  of  the  game. 
which  saw  Hampden-Sydney  roll  up  275  yards  on  the 
ground  and  strike  for  106  more  through  the  air. 

Playing  at  Bristol  the  following  Saturday  night,  th« 
Tigers  were  no  match  for  a  scrappy  Emory  and  Henry 
team  that  was  later  to  go  undefeated  through  11  games 
and  accept  a  bid  to  the  Tangerine  Bowl.  The  WaspS' 
boasting  an  excellent  serial  attack  through  the  passinf 
of  Quarterback  Chick  Davis  and  a  dangerous  runninf 
ganie  in  the  form  of  second  team  Little-American  Boll 
Miller,  snowed  the  Tigers  under,  28 — o,  although  tb 
game  itself  never  appeared  one-sided. 

Back  at  Death  Valley  the  next  week,  Hampden-Sydne) 
showed  that  it  had  recovered  from  the  Emory  loss  bj 
completely  trampling  Newport  News  Apprentice,  38 — 7 
Tiger  backs  and  ends  had  a  field  day,  with  eight  diiferen 
players  figuring  in  the  scoring.  The  Shipbuilders  stayeo 
fairly  close  during  the  first  half,  but  were  carried  awa;. 
by  the  hard-charging  Tigers  in  the  final  two  quarters. 

The  next  week  at  \^'ashington,  D.   C,    was  merely 
repetition-in-excess  of  the  preceding  game.     Playing  ai 
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)utclassed  Gallaudet  team,  Hampden-Sydney  used  every 
possible  combination  of  talent  but  still  could  not  keep 
he  score  below  50 — 6.  In  the  fourth  quarter,  Guard 
Bridges  quarterbacked  an  all-lineman  backfield  to  the 
inal  touchdown  of  the  afternoon  and  Smith  scored 
dampden-Sydney's  first  postwar  field  goal  with  a  22- 
rard  boot. 

At  this  point  in  the  season,  Hampden-Sydney  enjoyed 
I  3 — 2  record,  but  the  darkest  hours  were  just  around 
he  corner. for  the  Tigers.  On  straight  week-ends  following 
he  Gallaudet  game,  the  Death  Valley  representatives 
ost  out-of-town  decisions  to  Western  Maryland  (25 — 6) 
.nd  Sewanee  (12 — 2).  Against  Western  Maryland,  the 
rigers  threatened  several  times  in  the  first  quarter  but 
lid  not  manage  to  push  across  its  lone  touchdown  until 
liter  the  Green  Terrors'  single  wing  formation  had  ground 
|iut  a  25-— o  lead.  The  Sewanee  game  was  a  case  of 
'iampden-Sydney's  grabbing  an  early  2 — o  lead  and 
Rolding  the  advantage  until  the  last  five  minutes  of 
j'lay  when  the  Purple  Tiger  struck  for  a  pair  of  quick 
touchdowns. 

Home-Coming  Day  games  at  Ashland  and  Death 
alley  provided  the  stimulus  for  the  Tigers  to  close  out 
heir  last  two  football  dates  in  a  blaze  of  glory. 

Ashland,  home  of  long-time  rival  Randolph-Macon, 
.as  the  scene  of  the  most  thrilling  game  of  the  year 
3r  the  Tigers  (from  a  spectator's  point  of  view).  Hamp- 
en-Sydney  scored  first  on  a  second  quarter  pass  from 
"hapman  to  Edmonds,  but  by  half-time  the  Jackets  had 
notted  the  count  at  7-all.  On  the  second  play  of  the 
econd  half,  the  Tigers  went  out  front  again,  this  time 
W   virtue    of   Gruver's    brilliant    piece    of    running    and 


Blair's  second  extra-point  placement  of  the  afternoon. 
Soon  after  the  turning  of  the  fourth  period,  however, 
Randolph-Macon  unleashed  an  all-out  effort  that  netted 
a  safety  against  H.-S.,  a  touchdown  of  their  own  and, 
consequently,  a  i5-to-i4  temporary  advantage.  Then 
came  the  Tigers'  turn.  Holland  caught  the  kick-off 
following  R.-M.'s  touchdown  and  returned  the  ball  66 
yards  before  being  dropped  by  the  last  Jacket  defender 
just  16  yards  shy  of  the  goal.  Leonard  rammed  over 
several  plays  later  with  the  deciding  touchdown.  And, 
for  good  measure,  on  the  next-to-last  play  of  the  game, 
Pusinelli  broke  through  to  nail  Randolph-Klacon's  Young 
behind  his  own  goal  for  an  insuring  two  points.  The 
final  score:  Hampden-Sydney,  22;  Randolph-Macon,  15. 
Having  humbled  the  Jackets,  the  Tigers  next  pro- 
ceeded to  dispose  of  Centre's  Praying  Colonels,  13 — 7, 
in  the  season's  finale  before  a  large  group  of  Death 
Valley  Alumni.  The  game  was  close  throughout,  and 
were  it  not  for  the  glue-fingered  support  Tiger  ends  gave 
passers  Chapman  and  Blair,  the  outcome  might  have 
been  different.  Dameron  went  to  extremes  in  making  a 
pair  of  touchdown  catches,  grabbing  the  first  while 
lying  on  his  back  in  the  end  zone  and  leaping  high  into 
the  air  to  spear  the  second.  The  Tigers  let  several  scoring 
opportunities  slip  through  their  grasp  during  the  run  of 
the  game. 

Much  credit  is  in  order  for  Coaches  Tiller  and  Billy 
Hay,  whose  tireless  efforts  turned  out  a  scrappy  team 
that  never  failed  to  give  a  good  account  of  itself  in  terms 
of  hard-and-clean  football.  The  indomitable  Tiger  spirit 
was  present  with  the  players  not  only  for  each  game  but 
for  each  practice  session  as  well.

It's  not  that  the  thin  man  of  Death  Valley  does  not 
expect  to  turn  out  a  fair  team — Proctor  admits  that  the 
Tigers  should  win  their  share  of  games  and  show  marked 
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Coach  Proctor  and  his  Basketball  Squad 


improvement  as  the  season  progresses — but  nowhere  in 
the  realm  of  reality  can  the  genial  cage  mentor  foresee  his 
present  squad  approach  the  blazing  record  made  by  its 
immediate  predecessor. 

The  record  of  the  1948-49  Tiger  team  speaks  for  itself: 
Twenty-two  games  won,  three  lost;  Virginia  State 
Champions;  Mason-Dixon  Conference  Champions;  run- 
ners-up  in  the  post-season  Mason-Dixon  Tournament. 

Gone  from  the  glory-bedecked  team  of  last  year  are 
Bill  Balas,  three  times  .\ll-State  forward;  Ambrose  \'ulgan 
and  Wyllys  Taylor — whose  places  cannot  possibly  be 
filled  this  year  and  three  players  Proctor  could  least 
afford   to  lose. 

Returning  from  the  1948-49  team  for  another  season 
at  least  are  three  other  players  who  should  prove  the 
mainstays  of  this  year's  aggregation.  They  are  Co- 
Captain  Bill  McLean,  of  Beckley,  W.  Va.;  Co-Captain 
Jimmy  Hunt,  of  Gretna,  and  Richard  (Mouse)  Misen- 
helter,  of  McKeesport,  Pa. 

McLean,  a  6-5  center,  was  the  Tiger's  second  high 
scorer  last  year  with  a  total  of  259  points  in  23  games 
for  a  1 1.3  average.  Hunt,  who  is  playing  his  third  year 
as   a   regular   for   Hampden-Sydney,   bagged    173    points 


during  1948-49  in  addition  to  outstanding  defensive  ;ir.i 
rebounding  work.  Misenhelter,  while  only  a  freshniai 
last  season,  took  over  for  the  injured  Vulgan  in  mid 
season  and  finished  the  campaign  with  234  points  fo 
third  high  scoring  honors.  Both  Misenhelter  and  McLeai 
were  named  to  the  second  all-tournament  team  at  Mason 
Dixon  play-offs  last  year. 

In  addition,  the  Tigers  will  have  the  services  of  Vincen 
Shelton,  of  Gretna;  Ed  (Chubby)  Sharp,  of  Richmond 
and  elongated  Emerson  Johnson,  of  Monterey,  all  o 
whom  lettered  last  season.  Bob  Francis,  of  Charlestim 
W.  Va.,  a  letterman  of  1947-48,  who  did  not  play  las 
year,  is  also  a  candidate  for  this  year's  squad. 

From  the  freshman  ranks.  Proctor  will  probably  cal 
on  Frank  Hoffman,  of  Richmond;  Jerry  Adams  and  Clit 
Visoke,  of  McKeesport,  Pa.,  and  Al  Ford,  of  Richmond 
for  reserve  duty.  All  four  have  shown  promise  of  futur(_ 
stardom  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

In  the  first  four  games  of  the  season,  played  before 
Christmas,  the  Tigers  came  out  on  top  in  all  but  one 
Victims  included  Mount  St.  Mary's,  41 — 36;  Bridgewater 
52 — 5°)  and  Lynchburg,  66 — 47.  The  loss  was  incurrec 
at  the  hands  of  Duke,  59 — 74.

ENROLLMENT 

The  174th  session  of  the  College  began  on  September  8, 
949.  The  enrollment  numbered  409.  The  reason  for 
his  drop  from  last  session  was  due  to  the  totally  unex- 
jected  withdrawals  of  some  twenty  students,  both  old 
nd  new,  at  the  last  minute.  Earlier  in  the  summer,  we 
ould  have  had  far  more  than  were  accepted.  The  purpose 
i  to  enroll   between  425   and  430.     While  this  number 

beyond  our  capacity,  owing  to  those  who  drop  out 
Dr  various  reasons,  it  makes  for  a  yearly  enrollment  of 
ID,  thd  number  on  which  the  budget  is  made. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  is  not  only  the  largest;  but  I  believe  it  is 

Iso,  on  the  whole,  the  ablest  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

'wo   more   men   are   needed:      One   for   the   Psychology 

)epartment,  and  the  other  for  the  Biology  Department. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

The  summer  was  one  of  extreme  activity.  The  library 
'as  renovated,  a  disposal  plant  installed,  a  new  water 
ank  erected,  two  all-weather  tennis  courts  put  in,  and 

larger  water  main  laid  to  serve  adequately  the  west 
nd  of  the  Hill.  There  is  no  way  to  measure  the  value 
i  these  improvements  in  the  operation  of  the  College. 
Ulow  me  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  support  of  the 
poard  in  these  vital  undertakings. 

i  PHI  BETA  KAPPA 

The  matter  of  greatest  interest  during  the  fall  was 
:ie  installation  of  the  Eta  Chapter  of  Virginia  of  the 
lociety  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  This  event  took  place  on 
i)ecember  13  at  five  o'clock  in  the  Alumni  Guest  Rooms, 
''resident  Theodore  Jack,  of  Randolph-Macon  Woman's 
i'oUege  was  the  official  representative  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
nd  it  was  at  his  hands  that  the  chapter  was  installed. 
iOllowing  the  initiation,  President  Jack  delivered  an 
iddress  in  College  Church.    The  public  was  invited. 

J  FINANCE 

In  round  numbers  the  budget  of  Hampden-Sydney  in 
'938-39  amounted  to  $113,000.    This  session  the  budget 

$255,000.  The  difference  between  the  expected  revenue 
nd  expense  is  only  $1,428.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
nish  the  session  without  a  deficit.  I  am  thankful  to 
•pi  lit  that  during  the  holidays  the  College  received 
16,253.00. 

EQUIPMENT  AND  BUILDINGS 
At  the  present  time  Bagby  Hall,  Morton  Hall,  the 
ibrary,  and  the  new  Gymnasium  are  in  the  best  repair. 
ushing  Hall  is  the  better  of  the  two  dormitories  but  still 
1  need  of  considerable  renovation.  Venable  Hall  will 
ive  to  be  equipped  with  more  toilet  and  lavatory  facili- 
es  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
The  Graham  Building  meets  a  number  of  needs.  It 
Juses  the  Alumni  offices  and  guest  rooms,  provides 
ormitory    space    for    three    unmarried    professors,    and 


furnishes  space  for  student  and  community  social  ac- 
tivities. Except  for  a  dilapidated  heating  unit,  the 
structure  is  in  good  condition. 

Mcllwaine  Hall  continues  to  be  a  problem.  Both  in 
appearance  and  in  size,  it  is  inadequate  for  auditorium 
purposes.  In  the  main,  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor 
are  used  by  the  students  for  their  publications.  One  is 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Honor  Council.  The  old  society 
rooms  are  in  exceedingly  bad  repair.  The  heating  unit 
is  also  about  worn  out.  Until  this  building  can  be  com- 
pletely renovated,  there  is  little  use  in  doing  patch  work 
of  any  kind. 

It  is  good  to  know  that  plans  for  a  new  auditorium 
are  under  consideration.  The  need  for  it  is  as  urgent 
as  it  is  possible  for  it  to  be.  I  can  think  of  nothing  in 
the  way  of  equipment  that  would  add  as  much  to  the 
College  as  an  auditorium  in  keeping  with  the  architecture 
of  the  school.  As  things  now  stand,  we  work  under  a 
constant  handicap. 

All  faculty  quarters  are  in  good  condition  with  the 
exception  of  the  old  Edmunds  house  and  the  one  recently 
purchased  from  Mrs.  D.  D.  Watkins.  It  is  my  hope  to 
bring  them  up  to  the  others  as  soon  as  it  is  possible. 

At  this  point,  it  might  be  well  to  mention  the  fact  that 
both  the  age  and  hard  use  of  much  of  the  equipment 
make  the  matter  of  maintenance  a  difficult  and  expen- 
sive one.  While  a  great  deal  has  been  done  to  alleviate 
this  condition,  constant  effort  will  continue  to  benecessary. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

One  of  our  real  problems  is  in  the  matter  of  worth- 
while scholarships.  There  are  a  considerable  number 
of  scholarships  with  a  value  of  only  $50.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  they  cannot  be  grouped  together  and  so  be  of  value. 
This,  I  am  told,  is  impossible  owing  to  the  way  they  were 
given. 

The  following  suggestion  has  been  made  to  create  a 
small  number  of  good  scholarships:  Increase  the  tuition 
and  fee  charge  of  $490  to  $500.  This  act  would,  in  an 
enrollment  of  400,  create  eight  full  scholarships  valued 
at  $500,  or  sixteen  half  scholarships  valued  af  $250. 
These  amounts  would  be  of  sufficient  proportion  to  enable 
the  College  to  attract  Hampden-Sydney  students  who 
otherwise  could  not  come. 

ALUMNI  FUND 

The  Alumni  Fund  stands  today  at  $22,349.50.  I 
think  this  figure  very  encouraging.  It  is  my  hope  that 
before  the  close  of  the  year  the  amount  will  yet  reach 
$30,000.00. 

The  benefits  from  the  Alumni  have  by  no  means  been 
exhausted.  There  are  3,200  Alumni.  Only  about  one- 
third  contribute.  While  this  number  is  considered  a  good 
percentage  by  all  who  are  connected  with  Alumni  Funds, 
I  believe  our  contributors  can  be  considerably  increased. 

GEORGE  LUTHER  WALKER 
With   extreme  regret   I   officially   notify  the   Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  passing  of  George  Luther  Walker,  Alumni 
Secretary  of  the  College.    He  died  on  January  8,  1950. 

ALUMNI  SECRETARY 
The  matter  of  Mr.  Walker's  successor  is  one  of  vital 
importance.    Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Alumni  Fund, 
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the  contributions  of  the  Alumni  have  amazingly  in- 
creased. It  is  approximately  correct  to  say  that  the 
amount  contributed  annually  as  living  endowment  has 
equalled  the  income  on  ^1,000,000.  For  this  reason  alone, 
we  must  keep  this  movement  at  full  strength. 

I  have  felt  for  years  that  it  would  be  well  if  we  could 
combine  in  the  Office  of  Secretary  of  the  Fund  that  of 
Publicity  Director. 

i7STH  ANNIVERSARY 
During  the  year  of  1951,  Hampden-Sydney  will  be 
175  years  old.  There  is  a  strong  feeling  that  this  anni- 
versary should  be  the  occasion  for  the  right  sort  of  cele- 
bration. The  Chairman  of  the  Board  has  already  appointed 
a  committee  to  consider  the  whole  matter. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  I  recommend  the  appointing  of  a  committee  to 
prepare  suitable  resolutions  on  the  death  of  George  L. 
Walker  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board, 
to  be  printed  in  The  Alumni  Record,  and  to  be 
sent  to  Mr.  Walker's  son,  George  L.  Walker,  Jr. 

2.  I  recommend  that  the  registration  fee  be  raised  from 
$10  to  $20. 

3.  I  recommend  that  the  Board  approve  today  the 
granting  of  the  degrees  of  A.B.  and  B.S.  to  those 
students  of  the  senior  class  who  finish  their  required 
work  by  the  close  of  the  present  session,  and  are  so 
reported  to  the  President  of  the  College.
